In consequence of the capture of the Wess-Is!- 
ands, and the favorite scheme of Buonaparte to 
exclude all colonial products from French ports, 
manufactories of thie kind were establiahed un- 
der auspices of the Frevch Government. So 
long as they were protected by high duties upon 
foreign sugar, they flourished, but ut the elose of 
the war, 138}4, in consequence of the free impor. 
tution of the article, ity manufacture Was impair- 
ed. As, however, the price of sugar adsanced 
during the peace, the spirit of the manufacturers 
revived, and the duties on that imported heing 
still higher and the supplies in the evlonies inad- 
equate to the domestic consumption, the ſorto- 
ries have again been put in successful operation. 
Alter detailing the process by which sugar is 
extracted from the bee! roel, the writer preceeds 
to shew the practicability and even the advant- 
age of prosecuting the scheme. Jtappears from 
his calculations, that when the manufacture is 
conducied on a large scale, sugar may be offered 
23d sterling per pound. Most of the factories, . 
however, being on a small scale. the article can- 
not be prepared fur market at less than Syd. 
There are at present one hundred sanuufacte- 
ries of this kind in France. ‘The quantity of su- 
gar actually prepured is estimated at frum four 
tu tive mikious of pounds. ‘This, however, is but 
one twenticih of the consumption in that coun- 
try. The manufictories are ina thriving state 
and the demand for the article increasing. 
‘The price of tuel ia the Preach market being 
almost one sixth pact of the whole cost of manu- 
facturing—the, sugar ofcourse in countries 
where tuel is more plenty, could be afforded pro- 
portionably cheaper. 
itis not impossible that with the cxhaustless 
supply of fuel and extent of unimproved land in 
vus own country, this may at no distant day be 
added to-the numerons branches of American 
manufactures.—[N, Y. ‘Tiuws.] 





New Paistine Paess.--We were invited the 
other day to examine the model of a uewly in- 
vented printing press, by Mr. Fairkumb, a practi- 
cal printer, but mistaking the appointed time, it 
was removed before we arrived. Messrs. Julin 
Gray &Co. however, at whose office it was ex- 
hivited, and who have ordered a press to be con- 
structed for their own use, have furnished us 
with the following description; and should their 
expectations berealized, it will be found au in- 
valuable invention.—[Evening Post.) 

It is so constructed that two furms may be 
worked at the same time ; of course the carriage 
is twice the length of the common onc. This 
construction, the inventor, who is an experienced 
printer, thinks most suitable for book work— and 
the one now constructing fur us, under his direc- 
tien, is of that form; for newspaper printing, it 
will be constrncted so as to work one furm: in 
either casc, 2000 sheets per hour, of good work 
can be turned off. The impressiuvn is given by a- 
platen, moving in a straigut perp2ndicular line, 
and with no quicker motion, at the instent of 
giving the pull, than is usual in presses of the 
common construction. The printed shect is re- 
moved by machinery—of course it will reqpire 
but one hand for cach form, to put on the un- 
printed paper :—which number would alze be 
requisite to a-‘newspaper press. The forms wiil 
be rolled twice by the ink rollers, of which 
there are three to each form; in performing tliis 
operation, the roflera will take ‘and distribute 
ink, twice fur each impreszsion—that is, once be- 
tween cack time ‘of the forin’s passing mniler 
them, The press is extremely simple—requiring 
only the power of one man, to keep it in mo- 
ticn—and it can be worked by steum, or iu any 
other manner. _ : 

The patentee being an experienced printer, 
has suited his invention to the wants of the pro- 
fession. Indved, so fully convinced were we of 
its utility, that we lost no time in engaging one 
fur our use-—~and no time will be lost in cou- 
structing it. .

Diep at Baltimore, on Saturday last, Paul Allen, 
Esq. formerly of thistown, aged atout 51 years.

He was 
one of the founders of the Federal Adelphi, n Soci- 
ety which will Jong cherish bis worth, and was 
the author of some very superior numbers of a 
periodical publication, which under the ace 
of that literary body, appeared in the Provi 
Gazette for several yeurs. About fifteen years 
since, he left his native place and the literary cir- 
cle of which he wasa distinguished ornament, 
for New York to revise and prepare fur publica- 
tion the manuscripts of a deceased writer of em- 
inence: after which he repaired to Baltimore 
and became the editor of the Morning Chronicle 
of that city and for many years sustained the 
reputation of that impartial, intelligent and 
highly interesting public journal. When his con- 
nexions with that paper were dissolved be -vas 
iunmediately engaged as editor of another, amd at 
the time of his death csmlucted the Baturday 
Evening Herald,a weekly journal, distinguished 
alike for its judicious selections, and its diversified 
and instructive original articles.

{From the Nantucket Inquirer.} 

From a little examination into human nature, 
it would seem that the opinions of men, in a ma- 
jority of instances, depend wholly upon their in- 
terests. The sentiments of almost every indi- 
viduel, on theoretical matters particularly, and 
indeed, upon some points of fact-—however 
strongly fixed, or apparently unbiassed—may be 
followed through a series of unlikely ctrcumstan- 
ces, to that grand centre of attraction—self. 

Iu speculative controversies, each disputant 
enters upon that side which promises the most 
profitable and satisfactory personal results. In 
proportion as this prospect expands and incites, 
will he enforce his arguments and defend his po- 
sitions—his conviction of right and wrong gene- 
rally growing out of the hostility manifested on 
the One part, or the aflurements presented on the 
other. Opinion is thus formed and established. 

Ifa mathe:natical axiom or self-evident propo- 
sition be never disputed, it is ouly because it hap- 
peus to be most for the interest of al} men to ac- 
knowledge its truth. Could it be denied with 
sny semblance of its plausibility, and-cny hope 
of gain, that the sun shone at mid day—there 
might peradventure be found those, who would 
not only make thia denial; but urge it with such 
vehemence as fairly to persuadc themselves, if 
not their auditors, into an actual doubt upon the 
subject. 

After a long course of reasoning from false 
premises, or a habit of deducing wrorg conclu- 
sions,from correct positiors people are apt to fan- 
cy themselves possessed of sound opinions, de- 
rived from mature deliberation, er based on in- 
dubitable evidence. Iz it not so in the political 
world—tl.-: literary—and even the religious ? 
In these several departments, and in fact in all 
others where opinion must be consulted, men 
will be swayed by predominating considerations 
of policy, by defective modes of education, or by 
incidental causes, trivial in themselves, anid 
scarcely known to those upon whom they ope- 
rate. ‘This contrariety will probably forever ex- 
iat—impostors of ever description will continue 
to transform demonstrations into problems, and 
to mystify the plainest realities in nature—at least 
until mankind shall discover that their best inter- 
ests consist iu the adoption of opi:ions founded 
only in truth. 

When we reflect upon the influence which o- 
pinion alone exerte over the destinies of nations 
as well asthe conduct of individuals, we may 
estimate the importance of judging warily, and 
the folly of indulging in hastily-turmed yrejudic- 
es. How many calamities have been iuflicted 
upon our species—how many evils have over- 
whelmed past generations; all of which may 
fairly be imputed to the prevalence ef some de- 
structive dogma—the power of some perverse o- 
pinion. To this sonce may traced nearly all the 
national quarrels and wholesale massacres that

long trains of sectarian persecutions, party bick- 
erings and privato wmiseriez. Butthe subject 
need not be pursued; since the remedy lies nut 
wholly in retrospoction—but in a determined and 
universal adherance to the immutable principles 
of truth and justice. 

It isby fostering without investigation, absurd 
notions, the offspring of biind ignorance and sud- 
den impulse, that individuals become corrupted— 
the fouutains of society are thus poisoned—ini- 
quitous custoins aud unjust laws succeed,‘ whence 
comes wars and fightings.’ Mortal! consider 
and be convinced, that thy well-being uniformly 
depends upon the reception and encouragement 
of such opiniens only, as have been carefully 
viewed on every side, and subjected to the most 
rigid sctutiny—and not upon the accommodation 
of chine opinions to every temporary change of 
circumstance.
